Dr Sir 


To-day we rec’d. the 15 proof sets from the Phila. Mint in reference to which our note of 
last week remarked on the negligence of the Medal Clerk (one Cracraft we believe). He refused 
to send us the 100 new cents — taking advantage of the circular which deals with $20 lots only — 
but as the few we asked would cost the Govt. naught for carriage — and as we have had them in 
this small quantity in connection with order for proof sets of other years, we think said clerk was 
merely showing how arrogant he could be. However this was of no importance — but we must 
complain that not one of the fifteen proof sets was perfect; several containing coins not proof, all 
had coins smeared by dirty fingers, which ruins the sets for our purpose; several had scratched 
coins and Dollars which were flat on the centres. All this could hardly happen by accident, and 
we firmly believe these defective sets were sent us in malice — otherwise the person who put 
them up is incompetent. What shall we do with these sets?
